The Discord Between Rev. Mr. 
Maury and His Congrégation, 


- — 
— 


A Vestry Election at Which Fraudulent Ballots 
Were Very Numerous—Bishop Potter Writes 
some Strong Letters in Favor of the Small- 
er Faction—A Congregation in Hot Water. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

GosHEN, N. Y., June 4.—There is a 
squabble of long standing in St. James 
Episcopal Church. The two parties into 
which the church is divided, appear, at first 
thought, to be very equally matched. The 
rector’s friends comprise at least two-thirds 
of the members. A. S. Murray, president of 
the National Bank of Orange county, Geo. 
Murray, his son, the vice-president, George 
Wisner, owner of a large stock farm, W. T. 
Russell, president of the Goshen Bank, 
Miss Martha Wisner, a wealthy lady noted 
for her benevolence, Charles Bachmann, 
owner of the Bachmann horse farm 
and stables, the family of the late 
Mr. Haight, who once owned the St. Nicho- 
las Hotel,in New York, the widow and 
daughter of Wm. Murray, formerly presi- 
dent of the Goshen Bank, and Henry Bacon, 
son-in-law of Dr. Brandreth, of New York, 
are the adherents of the rector Dr. 
Maury. Speaking with the authority which 
is given by millions of dollars’ worth of 
property, they say that he shall be protected 
in his duties as rector. 

THE MINORITY PARTY 

is headed by Mrs. James F. Matthews, the 
mother of William J. Matthews, who owns 
a large property in herownname. Her hus- 
band, James F. Matthews, is onthe same 
side, but more conservative. Judge Gedney 
and his son, Lawyer Herbert Gedney, Mr. J. 
W. Gott, also a lawyer, and his family

estant Church. The choir divided on the 
question, and all but two retired. Members 
of the church took the matter up and the 
misunderstanding was finally carried into 
the business and social relations of the 
members. Families who had been tntimate 
would not speak when they met upon the 
streets. At last Mr. Grannis ,went to Ha- 
vana, Cuba, where he 
CONTRACTED THE YELLOW FEVER 
and died within three days. According to 
one party he was driven from his pulpit 
by sheer despair at the condition of his 
church,for which they assert the other party 
in responsible. The others say he left because 
of his ill-health which had already so effect- 
ed his mind that he said and did wany things 
for which he was not responsible. ‘The pul- 
pit was foratime vacant. When the ques- 
tion of securing a new rector came up one 
faction wanted a clergyman named Rosen- 
crance,from Port Jervis. The Grannis party 
opposed this choice and settled on Dr. 
Maury. At this junction an election oc- 
curred in the chureh to fill certain 
vacancies. The party that should 
get these officers was likely to get 
its choice for rector. Forty-eight votes were 
east, of which the Grannis candidate re- 
ceived twenty-five. All agree that several 
fraudulent votés were cast at this election, 
but each party claims that the other cast the 
greater number. Impartial persons here 
agree that it was 
THE QUEEREST CHURCH ELECTION 
ever held. One of the men elected was a 
warden, and he presided at the subsequent 
meeting of the vestry, when a motion was 
made to open the pulpit to candidates. 
Eight votes were cast qud the result was a 
tie. The warden, who‘had already voted 
as a vestryman, was entitled to an- 
other vote as warden, and he 
cast it against the motion. A call was sent to 
Dr. Maury. Two protests setting forth the 
facts of the election were also sent to him. 
On» was signed by three vestrymen anda 
warder, the other by members of the con- 
regation. Dr. Maury did not answer them. 
Sudee Gedney wrote to Bishop Potter. The 
Bishop responded as follows: 
December 22, 1881. 
DEAR Mr.GEDNEY—Many thanks for your 
very. frank and kind note yesterday. It does 
not at all surprise me. I shall be glad to see 
the two papers to which you refer.

STRANGE windfalls are mentioned in the 
Missouri papers siuce the recent cyclones.

The future novelist ofthe West will 
find our tornado literature rich in materials 
for startling situations and thrilling denowe- 
ments. But although well attested facts 
frequently surpass the wildest invention of 
the cyclone liar, a very commonplace explan- 
ation sometimes spoilsa wonderful story. 
The calf which was supposed to bea waif 
from some distant county, dropped into 
Burrum’s lumber yard at Louisiana from 
the baggage car of some bounding tornado, 
is now said to have tumbled from ‘an over- 
hanging bluff whereon it had been grazing. 


A LAME DEFENCE. 
The solid seven who bave made themselves 
amenable to public censure by wasting the 
whole two months of the speciai_ ses- 
sion of the Municipal Assembly have made 
a lame and clumsy attempt to defend their 
precipitate adjournment by saying that they 
“expected the other house to reconsider the 
concurrent resolution of adjournment to Uc- 
tober.” 
This isa most remarkable defence. The 
Council itself did not reconsider the concur- 
rent resolution, and it has no fault to find 
with itself for its failure to do this; but it 
does find fault with the House for doing ex- 
actly what it did itself, and says that if any 
bad results are experienced the people must 
blame the House but must praise the 
Council. 
This is indeed remarkable. It is a piece 
of childishness such as we do not remember 
in the annals of municipal legislation in this 
city. We have occasionally had corrupt 
legislation, and have frequently had incom- 
petent legislation, but the spectacie pre- 
sented by the majority of the City Council 
in adjourning to October with the appro- 
priation bill not yet before them, and then 
saying they were not responsible, is a piece 
of childishnuess insulting to the common 
sense of the people whose interests are thus 
trifled with. 


MACHINE LABOR. 
A miner who writes to us from Collins- 
ville on the situation in the coal regions says, 
among other things: 


But is it not true that labor-saving machines 
are killing labor in this country? Is 1t not time 
that Congress should put a heavy revenue tax on 
ali such machines so as to give labor that has no 
machine a chance for competition? What will 
tecome of our laborers and our country after a 
while? 


Luis isa common fallacy which crops out 
among peovie who have better chances 
of philosophising than are granted 
to working miners. The only an- 
swer to it is to controvert the 
theory by the evidence of fact, and the evi- 
dence is now abundant. 

One of the most conspicuous instances 
of this fallacy was in the case of the sewing 
machine. It was insisted that the sewing 
machine would inevitably starve the sewing 
girl, but what are the facts? There are 
more sewing machines employed now than 
there were sewing girls employed before the 
machine was invented; all sewing that the 
machine can do is greatly cheapened and the 
people dress better, but there are quite as 
maby women employed at hand sewing and 
their wages are quite as good. The sewing 
machine has marvelously increased 
the world’s comfort aud welfare, added 
to the general stock of its wealth and 
resources, enabled the world to clothe itself 
better for the same outlay, and has not in- 
jured the laborers who were threatened with 
the loss of their livelihood. 

The same rule applies to coal machines, 
to reaping machines, to the use of steam, to 
every appliance that iessens the cost of 
production. All of these improvements im- 
prove the condition of the workmen, both by 
emlarging the field of employment and by 
enabling the employé to get more for his 
wages. There is no possibility of legislating 
against them, nor would it be desirable if it 
could be done. They are the workman’s 
best friend.

EUROPE AND AMERICA. 

It is ascertained that Europe’s population 
has increased 150,000,000 in the last half cen- 
tury, and is increasing now at the rate of 
4,000,000, besides sending abroad 1,000,000 
emigrants yearly. This growth has so far 
out-run food production thatRussia and 
Hungary are now the only European coun- 
tries that count on raising all of their own 
food supply. Forty years ago Great Britain 
alone looked beyond her own soil for bread- 
stuffs and provisions. Now the utmost re- 
sources of the soil are taxed in vain to feed 
the population of Europe after Russia and 
Hungary are left out of the calculation. In 
1850 the total value of our exported food 
products was less than $27,000,000. In 1880 
it was sixteen times as much, or nearly $440,- 
000,000, Cattle on the remotest ranges of Tex- 
as and Idaho now command better prices than 
they brought on the cultivatea farms of the 
old Atlantic States in 1850. Wonderful as our 
increase in population ana production has 
been, it has not more than kept pace with 
the growth of Europe’s demand for al! the 
surplus we can produce. Indeed the increase 
of our disposable surplus is becoming more 
and more a subject of constant anxiety to 
the people of Europe, their only assurance 
against impending famine. European states- 
men know that their dependence on us in 
this respect will become more and more abso- 
lute in spite of the greatly increased emigra- 
tion to the United States. They see no solu- 
tion of the trouble ahead of them but in food- 
producing colonies of their own. They are 
exploring the world for conveniently accessi- 


ble and fertile sites. France and England, 


Italy and Spain are concocting plans for the 
colonization of all the available lands of 
Africa. Until those plans are carried out 
successfully in the far future, Europe can no 
more afford to court or welcome a war with 
us than acity can afford to declare war 
against the country upon which it is depend- 
ent for trade and food. No other country on 
earth is protected like ours from foreign as- 
sault by the whole outside world’s interest 
in our welfare. We can for generations con- 
tinue to receive immigrants and to increase 
our population and production without the 
least danger of overdoing either or of weak- 
ening the relativé security and happiness of 
our position. 


PREVIOUS NOMINATIONS. 

Just at present there are a great many 
statesmen who havea great deal of leisure 
on their hands, and for lack of more serious 
occupation they employ themselves with the 
harmless and inexpensive amusement of 
nominating other statesmen for the Presi- 
dency. Inthis way a great many of our 
leading men have been nominated without 
the expensive process of aconvention, and 
the public have had an opportunity of vot- 
ing in their mind’s eye, as it were, on their 
favorite candidates. 

There is only one objection to this little 
amusement, and that is that itis a little bit 
previous. It will be fully a year before the 
conventions are held, and so great are the 
chances and vicissitudes of a year that al- 
most any man who is nominated now is 
certain to fall of securing a nominationin a 
year from now. ‘The nominations made this 
year are very much like the first eggs laid by 
young hens, they will nothatch. Next year’s 
nominations mean business, and thus the at- 
tempt to train a team too Jong in advance of 
the race might really defeat the kindly ob- 
ject of putting them in early training. 

A year isavery long time in politics, and 
its cycle hath its dangers forall. Just at 
present the season is remarkably healthy, 
particularly for Presidential statesmen. 
Those who, six months ago, were resisting 
the encroachments of senile gangrene in the 
toe, are now pushing the lawn-mower over 
the daisies witha firm and elastic tread, 
and some who have felt the palsied 
touch of time now vauit on horseback 
with the airy grace of young HOTSPUR, 
and, with occasional intervals of soimno- 
lence, keep an eye on the current of public 
events. 

But the winter is a stormy time and full of 
dangers. Serious epidemics have broken out 
about the time of an election for Speaker, 
and have carried off most promising candi- 
dates. Agilebate on the tariff is debilitating 
in the extreme, and a session of Cungress 
may wither the blossoms of the brightest 
hopes. Let us not rashly expose ourselves 
to the grief and disappointment of bringing 


up a favorite son, only to be shocked by his 
untimely death. Let us spare his feelings 


and our own, and not make our nominations 
at atime when such a tribute of admiration 
may be a lethal gift. 


WHILE the allegea newspapers of Cincin- 
nati and elsewhere are faking '§ up 
SPURGEON’S sermons as cable news, the 
Globe-Democrat, by combiping with the 
Philadeiphia Zimes, manages to give us an 
admirable cable letter every Sunday morn- 
ing, fresh, newsy and accurate as far as it 
goes, but not complete. For instance, in its 
account of the prize-fight near the Elephant 
and Castle in the Borough road, between 
Lord CHARLIE BERESFORD and MACczE, it 
mentions the presence of the Prince of 
Wales and other members of ‘the social 
aristocracy, but it omits to mention the 
losses incurred by GLADSTONE in rashly 
betting on Mace with the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, who backed the fighting BEREs- 
FORD, nor does it mention the enthusiasm 
with which the Earl of Shaftesbury lightens 
his evangelical labors by attending the fasci- 
nating squared circle. Prize-fighting has 
always been the English national game, and 
the recent revival of it under the auspices of 
JOHN Ruskin, THOMAS HuGHES, MATTHEW 
ARNOLD and other muscular Christians, has 
made it the recreation not merely of the 
social aristocracy but of the Universities 
and of the Church.

THE WIDOW WACKERLE. 


The Louisiana Court Judgment Con- 
sidered Fatal to Her Case. 

Judge Horner rendered a decision to-day 
sustaining the demurrerin the case of the 
Widow Wackerle against the Aétna Life 
Insurance Company and J. C. Webster. Ihe 
plaintiff is the lady who _ figured 
in the sensational suit before the 
United States Court; recovering at the 
hands ofa juryaverdictand judgment for 
upwards of $6,000 against the Mutual Life 
Insurance Company, of New York. ‘The 
company, it will be remembered, took an ap- 
veal ft) the Supreme Court of the United 
States and the point of dispute was the death 
of the husband. A person was produced 
by the company in court who claimed to be 
the husband of Mrs. Wackerle in the flesh, 
but she denied it and repudiated him. It 
was a question of identity, andthe jury, on 
the eviuence, established the conviction that 
the man produced was a younger brother 
of Wackerle. Judge Horner thus dis- 
poses of the demurrer set up 
in the case before the Circuit Court: ‘Mrs. 
Wackerle heid a policy of insurance issued 
by the tna Company upon the life of her 
husband. He was killed in an accident on 
the railroad near Shreveport, La., and Mrs. 
Wackerle commenced a suit in the District 
Court of Louisiana to recover 
the value of the policy. She 
alleged that the company and the agent, 
Webster, conspiring to defraud and cheat 
her, did procure some person, who was an 
imposter, to falsely swear in the court that 
he was her husband, William Wackerle, and 
by such testimony a judgment was procured 
against her, and consequently her rights un- 
der the .policy were wholly lost. The 
company answering to the $10,000 suit in 
Judge Horner’s court, contended that inas- 
much as the matters contained therein had 
been adjudicated in the Courtof Louisiana 
and determined adversely to plaintiff, she 
is estopped from proving her case 
here. lt is apparent that 
the Louisiana case and this case, says Judge 
Horner, had its pivotal point in the death of 
Wm. Wackerle, forif he was living when 
the plaintiff instituted suit she has no cause 
of action and she can claim no damages from 
the company by reason of any act, whether 
the result of a mn gs ag | or 
otherwise by which the court was induced 
to render a proper judgment, so that the 
very question as tothe death of Wackerle 
mnst ~— been before the court. The judg- 
ment of the court of Louisiana is conclusive 
against the plaintiff, not only as to her cause 
of action onthe policy, but as to any fact 
in issue and determined by the trial and 
judgment. A judgment cannot be attacked 
collateralty by the parties thereto even for 
fraud. Mrs. Wackerle is bound by the finding 
of the Louisiana court that the 
party produced was William Wack- 
erle and that the company therefore 
did not procure the judgment by false testi- 
mony. it would be an unwarrantable eva- 
sion or destruction of well-settled rules of 
law to permit a party to a final judgment to 
question the truth of facts determined ad- 
versely in ano.her suit. The demurrer is 
sustained.” 

THE PROBATE COURT. 

Judge Weerner sat in the Probate Court 
to-day opening the June term. Several de- 
cisions were rendered in cases taken under 
advisement. In the matter of Isaac S. Coe, 
claimant, against the estate of F. N, 
Burge the court refuses to adjudicate 
feither upon the claims or counter-claims, 
leaving the parties to seek their remedy in 
acourt of competent jurisdiction. In the 
matter of the partnership estate of Conney, 
Hoeschuk and Rushebeck,exceptions to final 
settlement of surviving partner, the court 
finds a balance of $1,98337, for which 
the survivin partuoer is Hable. In 
the matter of the estate of Anton Mueller, 
motion for the executrix, the widow, to give 
bond, the court overrules it. While the ar- 
rangement entered into between the execu- 
trix and her brother is a technical violation 
of the rule in equity, which forbids an exe- 
cutrix under any circumstance to purchase 
at her own sale, there is no necessity 
to require bond on that account.

PTUCKED PATENTS. 


Adverse Decisions of the Federal Court 
in Notable Cases. 
This was a bad day for patents and paten- 
tees in the Federal Court. Judge Treat ren- 
dered decisions in a number of cases in- 
cluding the barbed wire patent controversy. 
The court holds that the reissued 
Keily and Glidden patents are void and 
therefore refused to grant the preliminary 
injunction asked by the Washburn & Moen 


Mauufacturiog Company and Issac 
lL. Elwood. The Washburn Com- 
pany likewise sought an injunction 


against Gustav Grieschbe and Henry Fuchs 
reiative to the manufacture of patent ma- 
chines for barbed wire. This injunction 
was refused on the ground that there was no 


infringement. 
In the case of A. 
J Manny against George K. 


Oyler and others, relative to the Sherman & 
Pfeil patents for frame and yoke combina- 
tion, etc., in plow construction, the court 
discovers nothing patentable in the Pfeil 
patents and no infringement of the Sherman 
patents. There is accordingly a decree dis- 
missing the bill with costs. 

The motion for a new trial in the case of 
Manville vs, Karst is overruled. If after 
notice of the plaintiff's claim the defendant 
chose by the aid of a friend through cunfes- 


sion of judgment to pay the 
amount of his liability as ai  sitock- 
holder to a third person, whereby 


a fraud is necessarily worked on t!:e srigina! 
plaintiff there is po reason why such a irans- 
action shouid be upheld. Double iiability 
of stockholders might easily be evaded and 
the general creditors left remediless. 

The court decided the Widow Madeira’s 
case against the Merchants’ Exchange Mu- 
tual Benevolent Society in favor of the de- 
fendant.

MILLIONAIRE SUICIDES. 
How Money Fails to Minister to Minds 
Diseased. 


From the New York World. 


That the possession of wealth, even of 
millions upon millions, does not always suf- 
fice to make life happy, or even tolerable, 
was never more conspicuously shown than 
in the recent suicide of the Cleveland mil- 
lionaire, Amasa Stone. His act of self- 
destruction is by no means the only one of 
its kind recorded in modern American an- 
nals, though it should be said that very rare- 
ly has a rich man committed felo de se upon 
whom there had not been exerted the severe 
compulsion of complete ruin or aupreme dis- 
grace. Notes upon some of the most note- 
worthy modern cases of suicide by wealthy 

rsons may not be without their interest 

or the readers of the World. 
| RALSTON. 

On the 26th of August, 1875, the great Bank 
of California suspended business. For 
eighteen months William C. Ralston, long its 
cashier, had been its president. On the fol- 
lowing day he went out toa sea-bathing 
establishment on the North Beach. A bov 
near by saw the fallen financier, after don- 
ning his bathing-suit, sit down upon the 
shore, tear up some papers and cast the frag- 
ments into the sea, then drink off the con- 
tents of a phial and plunge into the tumbling 
surf. After swimming out toa distance of 
some 200 yards Ralston disappeared behinda 
vessel. Soon after his body, with sc iree a 
spark of life flickering init, was seen drifting 
shorewards, pallid and inert, and though it 
was soon brougét to land and help was sum- 
moned, aid was all too late. In the bathing- 
house were found Ralston’s statement to the 
— ee a few dollars in currency. 

aiston was one of the most brilliant and 
successful of the Occidental millionaires. 
Great as was his ability, his ambition was 
still greater. Quick and bold to plan, as 
Prompt and daring in execution, he has 
made himself a power on the Pactfic Coast 
and aspired to make that power absolute in 
politics, finance, mining, railroad manage- 
ment, commerce. He had at Belmont a pal- 
ace which it cost millions to build and main- 
tain, andthe bank allowed him $100,000 a 
year towards entertaining the seores of 
paeete whom hundreds of blooded horses 
re daily outfrom thecity. His pride in 
the financial institution with which he was 
so completely identified was the strongest 
sentiment he had ever known, and when, 
after a series of unsuccessful speculations— 
like that in Ophir in which he lost $3,000,000 
—the fact had to be madeMpublic that his 
financial wisdom was but folly he destroyed 

himself. 

RESTELL. 

In February, 1878; Ann Lohman, whom 
New Yorkers knew better by the name of 
“Mme. Restell,” was arrested in her fash- 
ionable mansion on the corner of Fifth ave- 
nue and Fifty-second street, every stone of 
which, it might be said, was cemented with 
blood. Her stout figure, dark, square feat- 
ures, thick black hair slightly flecked with 
gray, and small, piercing black eyes had been 
known to residents of the city for a genera- 
tion. 

Early on theistof April, as Mrs. Lohman’s 


rchambermaid was descending to the base- 


ment, she knocked at the door of her mis- 
tress’ bedroom, and, receiving no answer, 
looked in to tind the bed empty, but as its oc- 
cupants night-gown was lying onthe floor 
she concluded that Mrs. Lohman was in her 
bath, and so wens down stairs, Re- 
turning after a little while she 
was struck by the stillness of the anart- 
ment, and glancing into the bath-room 
was horrified to see the unclothed body of 
Mme. Restell in the bath, which was filled, 
it seemed, with blood. With a carving knife 
which lay by the side of the bath-tub the 
acting 
strangely for some days, moaning, lamenting 
that she would be causelessly persecuted, 
and insisting that her enemies were resolved 
upon convicting her), had severed the ecar- 
otid artery. The parting of the soul had 
left no trace of agony upon the features, 
which were peaceful and composed. She left 
an estate of three-quarters of a miilion to 
her grandchildren, Charlies R. Purdy and 
Mrs. Carrie Shannon. 

Two years afterwards a report, such as 
was circulated at the time of Dr. Webster’s 
execution, was set afloat—namely, that a 
corpse had been substituted for the woman’s 
body and that she was living abroad in lux- 
urious safety, but it was disproved. 

GROESBECK. 

Col. John Groesbeck was a brother of 
William 8S. Groesbeck, the well-known Ohio 
politician, and upon his» father’s death had 
inherited a large estate. He served with dis- 
tinction in the war. married happily, and 
with fine health seemed to have all thata 
man’s heart could desire. He was a lawyer 
by profession, but had turned speculator and 
was supposed tu be doing well in Wail street, 
when ina flurry in telegraph stocks in 1877 
his fortune PY ay meee EPR e fe so 
completely that he found hiimseif in absolute 


fant. 

On the 12th of Apri!, 1878, Col. Groesbeck 
left the Fifth Avenue Hotel, where he 
boarded, teiling the head-waiter that he was 
going West. He visited Wall street, where 
he played a friendly game of cards with a 
proker’s clerk, seemingly in excellent spirits ; 
in the evening’he was s@en up town: a few 
days later one of the waiters saw him at Fort 
Wadsworth, 8S. L., and noticed that he-séemed 
to be in trouble. Afterwards nothing more 
was heard of him until the 26th of May, 
when his body was found floating in the 
North River. A loaded pistol and a bowie- 
knife were in the pockets, but there was no 
wound or mark of violence on the corpse. 
In one pocket was an empty envelope, the 
writing on which had been almost washed 
out by the brine. Nothing else. 

LAFLIN, 

On the 24th of Septemer, 1878, Addison H. 
Laflin, ex-Congressman and Naval Officer of 
the Port of New York, having obtained pos- 
session of a rope despite the close watch 
kept over him by his family, stole noiseless- 
ly up stairs to the garret of his house at 
Pittsfield, Mass., and hanged, himself tua 
rafter, where his still warm body was found 
by his horrified wife a few moments after 
his absence had been noticed. He was in 
his fifty-fourth year, meh and happy in his 
family relations, but he had for a year been 
possessed of the hallucination that he was 
to be overtaken by want, and had passed 
into a state of brooding melancholy. He had 
been appointed to the post of naval officer 
in 1871, when Mr. Conkling’s friends secured 
their crushing victory over the Fentonites, 
but only held it a few months, making way 
for Alonzo B, Cornell. 

He was not the only New York customs 
ofticial who had died by his own hands. In 
the exciting days of Johnson’s Administra- 
tion the President appointed Preston King, 
a veteran Free-Soil Democrat, whom the late 
E. D. Morgan had just beaten for the Sen- 
atorship, to the Collectorship, in the place 
of Simon Draper, who had been largely in- 
strumentalin King’s defeat. This was on 
the ist of September, 1865. The excitement 
of the Administration, and the difficulty of 
dividing the patronage soas to satisfy all 
the contending factions proved too much for 
King’s brain, and he went mad, filled his 
»ockets with shot and threw himself from a 
North river ferry-boat. His body was recov- 
ered six months afterwards, on the day that 
his successor, Henry A. Smythe, was sworn

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SLAVERY IN THE SOUDAN.

home would accomplish in a quarter of 
time, and no one seems to hurry them. 
apparentiy have itall their own way, and 
their way ts to take things leisurely. Lett 
be understood tbat no apology is offe 
here for slavery, though from my inquiries 
among thase in forced servitude 
1 did not meet with one who de 
sired to return to his or her native condition 
of barbarism; and tis, I think, s vol- 
umes in favor of the kind way in which they 
are generally treated. ‘Though the medium» 
of an interpreter, Ll hada long conversation 
with a couple of very neatly-clad Durka 
men, hailing from the country south of Sen- 
nar, lying being between the White anda 
Blue Niles. They had been captured when, 
young in atribal war—something, for in- 
Stance, like a feud would be between York- 
shiremen and Northumbrians—and though 
their captors were of the same race they 
were mercilessly sold into servitude. To-day 
they repudiate all notion of 
returning to their .own country.’ 
They said: “Here we are well cared 
for by our master,” or, as they termed kind, 
“kind father.’ “Be clothes us, and when 
meal time comes we sit under his roof aad 
eat our fill, and at — we have good bed- 
ding and sheiter. hen we desire it he 
gives us money to go to the bazaar, and what 
belongs to him belongs to us. Weare of his 
family. Why should we wish to return to 
the misery aud uacertitude of our early 
lite?” Such, as far as 1 have been able to 
glean, is the general feeling of those in ser- 
vitude. They become, so to speak, members. 
of the household of their masters. The 
benefit largely by the civilization, such as it 
is, that surrounds them, They form ties 
and affections, ‘They marry and have chil- 
dren, and they become thoroughly identified 
with the country and surroundings of those 
who own them. ; 

At sunset the “tam-tam” or native drum 
is heard in the court, or at the entrance oj 
every house. Master and servants are alike 
holding their “tertubas,” just as in 5 
one hears in provincial towns and villages 
the twanging of the guitar and the long- 
signed tremulous note of some Arab fata- 
ered music. ‘he female slaves, if really 
they call be called so, seem to sit as high at 
their dress-tables as the lghter-colored mis- 
tresses whom they serve. Of ornaments 
they have plenty—silver and gold coins 
being woven into their innumerable thinly- 
plaited tresses. Amber, coral and Jasper 
necklaces fall in rows over their, when 
young, statuesque bosoms, here, as is 
custom of the country, left untrammeled by 
robe or corset. Like the Beshareen Arabs, 
the Beshareens, male and temale, wear at- 
tached to their right arm above the elbow 
red or brown leather cylindrical-shaped am- 
uicts, like smaili drums, containing scraps 
of parchment inseribed with verses of the 
Koran or suive cabalistic words invented by 
a local fakir. ‘These are believed to pre- 
serve the wearer from ali bodily harm. Hap- 
pily, whatever may be the kindness 
shown by the master to his bondsman, 
slavery has its davs numbered. The govern- 
ment of the Khedive, rightly influenced, is 
determined to stamp it out. and the presence 
of English officers (now in the service of his 
highness) in the distant provinces of the Sou- 
dan will undoubtedly aid the extinction of 
the curse. Let the mahdi be disposed of, 
aud the revoited districts brought back to 
to their allegiance, a new moral teaching 
tirmly and sternly inculcated will sned a 
new light through these dark lands. When 
the now-turbulent and ever-contlicting tribes 
are made finally to understand that 
the sale of their fellow-countrymen its 
everywhere prohibited, the great incentive 
to strife wiil cease to exist, eo 
hitherto a source of wealth, will become 
unmarketable, and the excuse for interne- 
cine warfare, with a view to nutual kidnap- 
ing, become obsulete.

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The Divorce Laws of Other States—A High 
Legal Authority Defines the Statute—Mari- 

Stal Infelicity andthe Causes for Separa- 
tion. 


A member of the Circuit bench announces 
that before flitting across the sea for a vaca- 
tion run through Europe he will one day 
next week devote himself to 
the task of severing matrimonial 
knots which encumber the default docket of 
his court. The divorce laws of the United 
States furnish an exhaustive theme and the 
records of the home circuit illustrate ina 
startling manner the condition of the social 
fabric of to-day. Missouri’s contribution to 
the chapter of divorce is merely typical, 
however, of the operation of a 
judicial system which is freely criticised by 
reformers. In Maine it used to be said that 
it was far easier to get a divorce than to get 
a drink. It is a matter there of judicial dis- 
cretion. If the judge thinks that it is condu- 
cive to domestic harmony and consistent 
with the welfare of society, he unties 
the knot. The same is true of 
North Carolina. Virginia grants a 
decree to the man who has been deceived as 
to the character of his wife before marriage. 
West Virginia comes to the relief of women 
who find that they have tied themselves up 
to men of easy morals. Georgia provides 
relief for parties who are linked with imbe- 
ciles. In Alabama ante-nuptial looseness con- 
stitutes a good ground for divorce. Delaware 
panses before separating persons aolely on 
the groundgof infidelity. Nevada gives a 
decree inevery case, where failure to sup- 
portis shown. New York laws allow de- 
crees inall cases of fraudulent marriage, 
lunacy or idiocy, incompetency and marriage 
under a certain age. The laws of Indiana, 
Utah and Connecticut are com- 
monly credited as being the most 
elastic for persons who sicken of the mat- 
rimonial yoke. In this State no divorce can 
be obtained on the ground of desertion until 
the applicant has qualified by a residence of 
twelve months. 

THE 8T. LOUIS JUDGES 

of late have drawn the lines closely down on 
all cases of divorce by default, and cor- 
roborative testimony is required in 
respect of § every plea set up. 
The five Circuit Judges during the five 
terms of the year cut the knot in about 1,000 
cases. ‘Lhis average compares tavorably 
with the record of other large cities, and un- 
der the present condition of things it cannot 
be said that many persons are attracted here 
by the facilities for escaping matrimonial 
responsibilities. 

‘lhe main causes for divorce may be sum- 
marized thus: Adultery, cruelty, desertion, 
drunkenness habitual, gross negiect of duty. 
refusal or failure to support, coaviction for 
criiue, absence, desertion and living in adul- 
tery, public defamations want of menial 
capacity, impotence, offering indignities, vio- 
lent and ungovernable temper, etc. 

The highest legal authorities. say: “‘It is 
the best policy to admita dissolution of the 
centract of marriage When it is evident that 
the parties cannot derive from it the bene- 
lits Por which it was instituted, and when, 
instead of being a svurce of the highest 
pleasure, it becomes the source of the deep- 
est woe and misery.” 

If the refusal of divorces would prevent 
them, all wouid pray for it. That the 
wrongs whence comes divorce are evils no 
and country withholding this redress is 
one denics. The experience of every state 
practically, however men theorize, that no 
form of matrimonial delinquency 
is less prevalent there than elsewhere. Nor 
isthere any subject other than warriage 
upon which any man claims that the com- 
mission of a wrong can be prevented by the 
law’s denying a proper redress to the injured 
person. What are the specific causes which 
should be made by law. sufficient for 
dissolving © the’ marriage it may 
not be easy to define. Adultery, desertion, 
cruelty, imprisonment for crime, habitual 
drunkenness, etc., arejdestructivelof the ends 
ol marriage. . 

BEYOND THIS LINE 

the ground is uncertain and shadowy. There 
are smothered hatred, love turned to the re- 
verse, Jealousies which no reason can allay, 
an indetinite jarring of watures' in 
collision and other purely mental causes, 
which render the warriage burdensome. 
but these are so subtiefthat human tribunals 
cannot well deal with them, and the judg- 
ment ofthe laterage has been pronounced 
against allowing parties to di- 
vorce themselves at pleasure, since 
the pubiic and the  chiidren have 
luterests in every marriage as well as tlie 
parties, aud since the restraint is necessary 
to protect the Weaker party. in occasional 
instances a judge violently opposed to di- 
vorces permits his prejudices tu overcome 
his better reasou, and he tritters away jthe 
Statute by an overwrought construction 
and casts every pussible obstruction in the 
the path of parties seeking this remedy. in 
One case, a judge dissenting from the major- 
ity, refused Ww concur in a divorce tor deser- 
lion expressly on the ground that, though 
authorized by the statute, it was forbidden 
by the law of God. He said: 

“Linustelect between a statutory regu- 
lation demoralizing in its every influence 
and tendency encouraging, a system of kin 
to free-lovism and an express divine law. 
Judges and lawyers have lavished praise on 
a legisiative policy which has withheld all 
adequate redress for matrimonial wrongs. 

“EVERY STATE 

has an interest alike in the private morals, 
the public happiness, the geveral virtue and 
the legitimate increase of the community. 
A sound policy concurs with private right in 
demanding the dissolution of war- 
riages which have failed to accomplish 
substantially the ends for which they 
were created. By their dissoiution the State 
obtains the beneltit of the fruits of such new 
ailianves as the parties may enter into with 
the advantage of having the children 
trained under those better influences which 
harmony and matrimonial concord in the 
parents produee.”’ 

In North Carolina and in Mississippi at an 
eariy period the laws sanctioned the ex- 
ercise of manual discipline upon wives, and 
other old statutes deline the kind of rod to 
be used in the chastisement of women by 
their husbands. ‘These are obsolete. 
Of the divorce history developed in St. 
Louis of late years it will be found that 
drunkenness figured as the greater elemeut 
of misery. The applicants for divorce here 
belong to every condition of life, and ina 
large proportion of the cases the parties 
have borne the yoke for. fifteen or twenty 
— before appealing tothe courts for re- 

ress.

THE WRESTLERS. 


Preparing for the Tournament—Some 
of the Athletes Backing UOut. 


Andre Christol, the French wrestler, and 
Charlies Bexermos, said to be one of the 
best Greco-Roman wrestlers in the country, 
arrived here th& morning. Christol is, for 
his inches, the best built man ins the world, 
and by long odds the best expert at Greco- 
Romanin this country. He taught Bauer 
the art, and Bauer taught Muldoon, so that 
Christol may be termed the tea¢her of both. 
He wrestled with Muldoon here fwo years 
ago, but this was merely an exhibition, and 
gave no proof of the Frenchman’s real 
power. Christol was with the Muldoon- 
Whistler Athletic Combination, and when 
they paried he witnessed many 
amusing brushes between Whistler and 
Muldoon. Muidoon was chalienging the 
world at Greco-Roman but would not. meet 
Whistler. ‘The latter enraged thereat had a 
lot of dodgers struck off on which were 
printed challenges of all sorts to Muldvon.
